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Schumacher House, Clinton G. Martin Park, North New Hyde Park 
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The Schumacher House is today located in Clinton G. 

Martin Park at the intersection of New Hyde Park Road 

and Marcus Avenue, north side. The house is in a corner 

of the park surrounded by platform tennis courts, Storage 
buildings and other park facilities. The house was moved to 
its present location from the Sperry property on Marcus 
Avenue. The present property is a mixture of both open and 
treed land. An'asphalt drive fronts the house, leading to 
New Hyde Park Road and a high, chain link fence. 


The Schumacher House is a 25 story, three bay, side entrance 
plan, gable roof house with interior end chimney. An elongated, 
rectangular, five bay, gable roof wing is attached to the south. 
This wing features small windows under the eave and two chim- 
neys. A later, 15 story, two bay, salt box profile, gable roof 
wing is attached to the wall of the older portions of the 

house. This wing contains an entrance facade that faces towards 
the main part of the park. (Neg. KK IV-30) 


It is believed that the main 25 Story, three bay unit was con- 
Structed circa 1815 as an addition to the reportedly early 
18th century single room unit which remained as the wing. 
Apparently this wing was enlarged in 1869. In the 20th cen- 
_tury_when the salt box extension was built the 1869 wing 

was extended. An Historic Structure Report would clarify - 
the building history. 


The Schumacher House is architecturally significant as an 
example of the classic 2% story, three bay, side entrance 
plan house that was the popular building type in the 18th 
and early 19th centuries in North Hempstead. It retains 

its historic form and character. Originally located in Lake 
Success on Marcus Avenue, it is reported that the original 
part of the house measured 15' by 12' and was built as a 
Single room building in the early 18th century. It was 
enlarged c. 1815 and again c. 1869 during the oynership of 
Mary Van Nostrand. y end "un Dot ™ Cenk 2 N 


The Sperry Gyroscope Company acquired the house in 1941 when 
its new manufacturing and administration building was built 

on Marcus Avenue (NN-1). It was then used as a guest house 

for the corporation and in 1947 as a nursery school for the 
United Nations. The UN used the Sperry building as headquarters 
for the Security Council from 1945-1951. 


Sperry sold the house to Frederick Schumacher, who moved the 
building to its present location. Eventually, he deeded the 
house to the Town of North Hempstead. In the late 1960's and 
early 1970's, the house was restored and furnished with antiques 
and operated as a house museum. f CU € Ex A LA
